lection.

It's anybody's guess as to 
how the Institute arrived at 
this theory. All we know is 
that it has come true. Despite 
raised eyebrows by some skip­ 
pers 'and a few "Old Men of 
the Sea," the ALBACORE 
arrived as predicted July 3.

The long fins came from 
the South as a voracious 
horde swimming fast and 
cleaning everything edible 
from the surface of the water. 
Often times, in his haste to 
feed, the Albacore will take a 
feather or a baited hook, and 
after a heart-stopping battle, 
find himself bleeding on the 
deck of a fishing boat.

At this very moment, the 
big fish are within the fifty 
mile range and are getting 
closer every hour. This is 
why it seems strange to recall 
that only a scant two weeks 
ago did Skipper Bill Poole 
npse his Polaris out of San 
Deigo Harbor and spend 31 
hours, travel 170 miles out to 
sea and deck just 16 albies. 
The fish taken that Sunday 
afternoon were a sign of 
things to come. Their fins and 
tails were ragged from swim­ 
ming a great distance at high 
speed.

It would not be sensible to 
give actual fish counts on any 
given day last week for any 
particular boat. The number 
of Albacore varies depending

on how many fishermen on 
board. The best indication of 
how good fishing is right now 
is a report we recie'ved from 
22nd St. Landing in San Pe- 
dro: An honest four to five 
fish average per fisherman on 
every boat.

Webster defines Albacore 
as a "highly priced" species of 
the Tuna family. Now. con­ 
trary to the normal pattern 
of things, a highly prized ar­ 
ticle is readily available . . . 
and in qnanity.
